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The story of our Urquhart ancestors started on a visit to the Black Isle, Scotland in no. 
2004 to attend the Urquhart Clan gathering. Approximately one hundred othér Urquharts 
from all over the world were also there, searching for the stories of their ancestors. 

The Black Isle is not an island but a peninsula. Various suggestions as to its origin have sii 
been presented and the exact origin of its name is unknown. There are many explanations of — 
why it's become "The Black Isle", ranging from the most intriguing, that its association with 
witchcraft and the black arts in mediaeval times, to the more straight forward view, that the 
soil here is very black, or that it has so many trees that it looks black when viewed from en 
surrounding areas in winter. 

The character of the Black Isle is distinct from that of the surrounding areas. The 
inhabitants definitely feel it is a unique area, and there is a feeling of a shared, common n 
background. Because of its isolation, historical events have progressed at a different rate, and — 
often in different directions than in other areas of Scotland. As a consequence, its villages 
have remained relatively unspoiled, and each has retained its own individual character. 

Every village has its distinctive architectural style, its own history and has different and distinct 


folklore and tradition. To some extent, each village has its own dialect. (See addendum #1 & 2 


& #3, for Town lands, Parishes and Counties.) 


Not much is known about our ancestors before the 1700's, but we begin with the — 
marriage of JOHN URQUHART, son of JOHN URQUHART SENIOR, a tenant in Newtown of 


Ardoch, to MARY MUNRO, the daughter of Donald Munro, a tenant in Novar, in the parish of Alness 


on October 19". 1749. The wedding took place in the Parish of Resolis, County of Ross and 


Cromarty. (See addendum £4, Old Parochial Register of Marriage).

The Newtown or Newton I think this is referring to is Newton of 
Ferintosh, Conon Bridge, Dingwall, Ross-Shire. Newton is now just ruins, located three 
miles west of Elgin and was the former Newton House. This makes sense as it is just 


down the road from Novar Estates which is where Mary Munro’s father Donald Munro 


was a tenant.

The Novar Estate, in the Parish of Alness where Mary Munro came from, was 
once described as a barren and treeless estate extending 20,000 acres between the River 
Glass and the River Alness. It was transformed in the 18" century by Sir Hector Munro 
after his return from service with the East India Company. He drained the marshes, 
planted trees and reconstructed Novar House. On his death, the estate passed on to his 


daughter Jean Munro who had married Ronald Ferguson of Raith. | 


This thriving estate is still owned and run by the Munro- Ferguson family.

Novar Estate was easily accessed from Resolis by the Alness Ferry across The 
Cromarty Firth. 

On August 274 1750, JOHN URQUHART & MARY MUNRO had their first child, а 
daughter named Isobel. At that time, John was employed as a tenant in Balblair Resolis. 

The name Balblair is Gaelic and means “battlefield” or “town of the plain”, and 
its roots go back to 1749. (See addendum #5, copy of birth record obtained from Aberdeen 
& North-East Scotland Family History Society, Aberdeen Scotland on August 24“. 2010.) 

On June 14". 1752, a daughter Margaret was born and John Urquhart was still 
employed as a tenant in Balblair Resolis. (See addendum #6, copy of birth record obtained from

2010). 
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Balblair is a small, compact village beside Ше coast. It was аб опе time a ferry 
point to Invergordon across the Cromarty Firth but is no longer. 
Just to the east of Balblair is the beautiful Kirkmichael Church, tiny but historic, 
though at the moment in need of some restoration. This church looks across Udale Bay 
to Jemimaville, three miles away. It also features a small cemetery where there are 


Urquhart’s buried. The Kirkmichael Trust has been set up to raise funds to restore the 


church and cemetery.

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On June 20". 1755, a third child Adam was born. This time, John was shown 
employed as a tenant in Little Ardoch. Little ardoch is just east of the original Ardoch 
which was later named Poyntzfield. It seems that George Munro, married the heiress 
widow Mary Hinde, nee Poyntz, daughter of Deane Poyntz, a merchant in Jamaica on 
Мау 29%, 1760. He purchased Ardoch in 1761 and renamed it Poyntzfield. 

The mansion, Poyntzfield House, was originally built in 1720, with many 


additions made by George Munro after his marriage. (See Addendum 7& 8).

On February 5". 1759, a fourth child, Mary, was born and John is shown 
employed as a tenant in Little Ardoch, later named Poyntzfield. (Зее Addendum #9). 

On April 3". 1761, a fifth child Adam was born and John is shown employed 
as a tenant in Little Ardoch, later named Poyntzfield. It was not uncommon in those 
days to name a second child by the name of a previous child who was deceased, so it 
can only be assumed that the first Adam died. (See Addendum # 10). 

On December 274) 1763, a sixth child was born, a son, Pontie (or Poyntz) and 


John was shown as being a tenant in Little Ardoch, later named Poyntzfield. Most likely 


the correct name was Poyntz. It was not uncommon that a child be named after the

Nothing is known about when and where John and Mary died. 

Our line descends from Poyntz Urquhart (Pointie), son of John Urquhart 
and Mary Munro. 

Poyntz Urquhart married Anne McNeir but no information is known as to where 
or when. They did however, have a son John Urquhart on March 23°. 1799. At this 

time, Poyntz was employed as a shoemaker in Badglass. Dr. Jim MacKay, in his book 
Resolis *Slope of Light" Page 58 says that Badglass is mentioned several times in 
Rentals and the Church Register but that the location is not known. (See addendum #12). 

John Urquhart, son of Poyntz Urquhart and Anne McNeir, a Wright (a joiner or 
Carpenter), living in Maggot, an area by the River Ness in the old part of Inverness, 
married Catherine Thompson of Church Street Inverness. The officiating minister was 
Rev. Thomas Fraser. (See addendum #13 Old Parochial Register of Marriage) 

On March 8", 1826, John and Catherine (Katherine) Urquhart had their first 
child, a son Poyntz, named after John's father. At that time, they showed that John 
Urquhart was employed as a House-Carpenter at Jemimaville. (See addendum #14). 

Jemimaville, a village in the Black Isle, parish of Resolis lies on Udale Bay, an 
inlet on the south side of the Cromarty Firth, five miles west of Cromarty. Founded as 

an estate village in 1822, it is named after Jemima Poyntz, the Dutch wife of a local 
Munro laird of nearby Ardoch which was later renamed Poyntzfield. Other versions 


exist as to how Jemimaville got its name so this could be fictional. What is know is 


that in the 1820's, the laird, Major Munro of Poyntzfield House was advertising widely,

for workers, promoting the development of Jemimaville.

At that time, John Urquhart Sr. was shown as a house carpenter at Teaninich. (See 
Addendum #16) 


In the 16". century, the lands in which Teaninich Castle is situated, were acquired

by Hugh Monro. Overlooking the Cromarty Firth, with breath-taking views of the Black 


Isle, the castle sits on the outskirts of the pretty Highland town of Alness. The castle 


remained in the Munro family until 1923.

John Urquhart is still showing employed іп Avoch as a Wright (carpenter.) See Addendum 
21 & 22). 
AVOCH SCOTLAND, this is where my search began in 2004. This was my first link in the search 
for our Urquhart ancestors; these three boys from Avoch, and the copy of their Baptism 
Registrations that | was able to bring home to Canada from the Aberdeen and North East Scotland 
Family History Society in Aberdeen. This would be the start of my six year search to find out 
the story of our Urquharts. 
Avoch is a beautiful village which is located on a small bay of the Moray Firth, about 
nine miles away from Inverness 
Avoch pronounced “awk”, means “field of the stream”. К was developed as a fishing 
Village in the late 16". and early 17”, centuries and has changed little in the last 150 years. Its tightly 


packed cottages, in narrow streets run at right- angles to the shore. Roseaugh Estate, on the outskirts of 


Avoch was once one of the most prosperous estates in the area.

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Тһе next we hear of this family is оп the 1841 Scotland Census. They аге now 
living in Aberdeen at 168 John Street. John Urquhart Sr. is now 40 and employed as a 
gardener. Catherine is 35, Poynty15, George 13, John Jr. 11, David 9, Hugh & William 
7, Adam 5.(See addendum # 23) 

We also now show a daughter Nancy Urquhart born about 1839 in Aberdeen. I 
was unable to verify her birth other than her showing on the 1841 Scotland Census. I 
visited the Aberdeen & North-East Scotland Family History Society and they were 
unable to find her in any of their records. We visited 168 John Street in Aberdeen and the 


building is no longer there. The building was torn down to make way for a new apartment 


complex. 


Looking down John Street Aberdeen Scotland 
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In the 1851 Scotland Census, there are many changes. Another daughter, Agnes 
Urauhart born about 1842 is now showing. John Urquhart is still showing as employed 
as a gardener and the family is now living at 90 Woolmanhill, Aberdeen Scotland. 

But, very importantly, оп the 1851 Scotland Census, Catherine, John Jr., Nancy 
апа Poynty Urquhart are no longer showing with the family. However, Catherine’s 
mother, Jane Thomson (or Thompson) now shows living with them. This could mean 
that Catherine has died. I have no idea what has happened to them and I was not 
able to find any information on them at the Aberdeen & North-East Scotland Family 
History Society, Aberdeen, Scotland on my visit to their office. 

John is now showing as 51 yrs old, George 19, David 15, Hugh & William 13, 

Adam 11 and Agnes 9. (See addendum #24 & 25). I visited 90 Woolmanhill St. 
Aberdeen, but the house had been torn down to make room for an extension to the 
Aberdeen Royal Hospital.I spoke to the archivist at the hospital Fiona and she said that as 
far as she knew John Urquhart would not have been employed as a gardener at the 


hospital.

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Aberdeen Scotland- mid 1800's 
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The 1861 Scotland census shows none of the family listed in Aberdeen Scotland. 

However, in 1860, three of the family members, David, Hugh & Adam now turn 
up in Canada under unknown circumstances. 

Due to the clearances in the Highlands, and the many Irish fleeing starvation, 
many inhabitants, in search of work were moving to the cities & Scotland . Cities 
swelled with populations doubling in as little as ten years. Due to the shortage of Jobs, 
children of the lower classes did not play, but rather worked at menial jobs to help 

support the family. 

Housing was wretched and over crowded, and life was hard, with many dieing of 

starvation or illnesses, with children and the elderly being hit the worse. 

As a solution, approximately 100,000 children were sent to Canada to work on 
farms as part of the British Child Emigration Movement. Most came from impoverished 
family although a good number were orphans. Their passage to Canada, settlement and 
general supervision were under the auspices of a number of British charities who thought 


their lives would be better in Canada. They became known as “The Home Children”, the 


name coming from the charities or “Homes” in Scotland and Canada that had roles in the 
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Тһе information about the home children сап be found in the book Тһе 


Golden Bridge by Marjorie Kohi, and The Home children by Phyllis Harrison. 


It is not known how or when David, Hugh & Adam came to Canada but I would 


quess about 1852. 


I was not able to find any record of the ship they may have sailed on to Canada 


but I don’t think that would be unusual. Phyllis Harrison in her book about the Home 


Children shows that at times, only one name was given and the rest of the children were 


shown as “a party of boys”, labourers & Domestics and individuals.

The first record І found of them in Canada was the marriage of Hugh Urquhart 


to Jane Douglass on March 3“. 1860. The marriage record shows that Hugh lived in 


St. Vincent Ontario. They married in Collingwood and it is showing Hugh as 22 years 


Old. (See Addendum # 26) 
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St. Vincent, Ontario is located in the Northern Township of the County of Grey 
near Meaford, Ontario. 

St Vincent began to be settled in 1833 after the government surveyed and started to give 
out allotments of land in this area. The early settlers tell many stories of hardships and discomforts in 
the bush but, the rolling hills and the excellent farm land must have reminded them of the Highlands 
they had left behind in Scotland. 

The Assessment Roll for the Township of St. Vincent for 1862 shows both David and 
Hugh as farmers. (See Addendum #27) 

The Assessment Roll for the Township of St. Vincent for 1863 again shows both David and 
Hugh as farmers, now both owning 100 acres each, valued at 5350. (See Addendum #28). 
| was later able to establish that Adam also had 100 acres. This could have possibly been part 
of the settlement agreement they were given when they came to Canada although that is just my 


speculation.

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Before | go any further with my story on Hugh Urquhart, our ancestor, | will give 
you a little information on David and Adam Urquhart. 

David Urquhart met and married Dorkas Crumb on September 24“. 1864. He 
eventually moved to Newmarket, Ontario near Toronto, Ontario Canada where he was employed 
2$ an engineer at Lukes Flour Mill for years. He later went into partnership with a Mr. Bond апа 
opened a butcher shop. 

About 1879, he was involved with the ratification of The Wesleyan Methodist Church and 
The New Connexion Methodist which later became the Methodist Church where he served as a 
Trustee for years. 

David and Dorkas had three daughters. Ella Lester Urquhart born about 1867 married 
John Brimston. Minnie Urquhart born about 1869 married Donald McDonald and died February 
147. 1931. Maud Urquhart was born 1874 and died March 19". 1882. 

David died September 8". 1917 in Newmarket, Ontario at the age of 81 years. Dorcas 


Urquhart died December 8". 1910. David, Dorcas and Maud are all buried at Newmarket 


metery, Newmarket Ontario Canada. (See Addendum 29). 
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Adam Urquhart married Ellen Lister Rogers June 2274 1864 in Toronto, Ontario. 


In 1867, after selling their property in St. Vincent, Ontario, they moved to Newark New Jersey, 


U.S.A. where Adam was employed for many years at a plastics factory called Celluloid. 


Adam died January 39. 1919 at the age of 79 and is interred at the Mount Pleasant 


Cemetery in Newark New Jersey, U.S.A. 


Ellen Urquhart died January 107. 1920 at the age of 77 and is interred at the Mount Pleasant 


Cemetery in Newark New Jersey. U.S.A. 


Adam & Ellen had three children. 


A son, Frank John Urquhart, born May 47, 1865 in Toronto, Ontario Canada became a well 


known historian who wrote many books on the history of Newark, New Jersey, U.S.A. Frank was 


employed for thirty years at The Sunday Call Newspaper. He married Martha Elizabeth Nicols who 


was born on October 19“. 1874. 


Frank John Urquhart died February 25%, 1921. Martha Elizabeth Urquhart died June 21“. 1963 


and both are interred at the Mount Pleasant Cemetery in Newark New Jersey U.S.A. 


Frank and Martha Urquhart had two daughters, Jean Urquhart born about 1901 in Newark 


New Jersey and Louise W. Urquhart about 1903 in Newark New Jersey. No other information is known 


about the daughters. 


Urquhart, Frank J. (1865-1921) 


Author, historian, and editor. 
cZ rank Urquhart was born 
in Toronto in 1865. 
Soon after his birth his family 
moved to Massachusetts. After 
earning a degree from Dart- 
mouth, Urquhart rejoined his 
family who had since moved to 
Newark. He accepted a position 
with the Newark Evening 
Journal. After three years 
Urquhart joined the staff of The Sunday Call and worked 
for that paper for thirty years. During this time, Urquhart 


became an expert on Newark history. His work, A Short 
History of Newark, became the standard history textbook of 
the Newark public school system. In 1913, Urquhart wrote 
the three volume A History of the City of Newark, New 
Jersey: Embracing Practically Two and a Half Centuries. 
Frank Urquhart died at his home on Clifton Avenue on 
February 25, 1921. 


WORKS INCLUDE: Newark History (1904-1907), Newark A 
Story of its Early Days (1904), A Short History of Newark 
(1908), and A History of the City of Newark, New Jersey: 
Embracing Practically Two and a Half Centuries (1913). 


Adam and Ellen Urquhart then had a daughter Annie L. Urquhart born in June 1869. She 
also was born in Canada. She immigrated to the U.S.A. with her parents in 1869 and no other 
information is known. 

Adam and Ellen Urquhart may also have had a son Charles H. Urquhart born in 
Canada and possibly dying in New Jersey U.S.A. circa 1900, but no other information is 


Known. 


Now back to our ancestor HUGH URQUHART, son of John Urquhart & Catherine 
Thompson born October 215; 1833 in Avoch Scotland. 

Hugh Urquhart, now 22 years old, married Jane Douglass, 24 (AKA Douglas), from 
St. Vincent Ontario on March 3°. 1860. (See addendum 830). 

Jane’s father and mother, John and Janet Douglass had moved to St. Vincent about 1839 


and owned a farm located at Lot 3, Concession #9, St. Vincent, Ontario which they had acquired 


from the crown. 

They had six daughters and three sons, Jessie, Phyllis, William, James, Mary John, 
Elizabeth, Agnes and Jan. The Douglass family were well respected farmers, increasing the 
size of their farm by acquiring more farm land from the Crown. (See Addendum 831, picture 
of the Douglas farm house). 


John Douglass is also known to have been a member of the Sons of Scotland Lodge in 


1890. (See Addendum 832). 


Records show that Hugh and Jane Urquhart moved from St. Vincent, Ontario

to Sarawak Township which is also located near St. Vincent in Grey County before moving to Owen 
Sound, Ontario where they are now showing on the 1881 Canadian Census. (See Addendum Я33). 

A son William “Alexander” Urquhart was born April 19. 1855 in St. Vincent, Ontario. He 
married Helen Henderson Day on December 25". 1888. He died March 2274 1924 and is buried at 
Greenwood Cemetery in Owen Sound, Ontario. 

А daughter Phyllis Urquhart was born July 6". 1864 in St. Vincent, Ontario. She married 
Samuel Johnson on August 30". 1904 and died September 6”, 1929. Her burial place is unknown 
at this time. 

A daughter Florence “Agnes” Urquhart was born May 25”. 1865 in St. Vincent, Ontario. 
She married William Barnett on October 1905 and died April 30". 1916. She is buried at Greenwood 
Cemetery in Owen Sound, Ontario. 

A son HUGH HERBERT URQUHART, our ancestor was born December 23% 1873 in 
Owen Sound, Ontario. (More will be said about Hugh Herbert later.) 

A son John David Urquhart was born December 67 1875 in Owen Sound, Ontario. John 
married Edith Brownlee on September 29". 1920 in Tara, Ontario. John died April 10". 1948 and 
کا‎ buried at Greenwood Cemetery in Owen Sound, Ontario. 

A daughter Lillie Jane Urquhart was born June 11”, 1876 in Owen Sound, Ontario. Lillie 
married Harold Е. [апп December 17". 1902. She died in 1923 and is buried at Greenwood 
Cemetery in Owen Sound, Ontario. 

А son George Urquhart was born about 1872 in Owen Sound, Ontario. He died July 107, 
1898 in Thunder Bay, Ontario. No other information is known at this time. 


It must be noted that the 1881 Canadian Census shows an Eufelesiaia Urquhart but | was 


never able to find any information on her. 
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HUGH URQUHART SR. resided in Owen Sound, Ontario for 36 years, working as a sailor on The 
Great Lakes. Hugh died June 28". 1914 and is buried at Greenwood Cemetery, Owen Sound, 
Ontario in an unmarked grave. His obituary describes him as a generous and kindly man with a host of 
friends. He had been paralyzed for over two years and bore his painful illness with a patient and 
Christian spirit. At the time of his death, Hugh Sr. was 78 years old and his brothers David and Adam 
were still alive as was Hugh’s wife Jane Urquhart (See Addendum #34 copy of death notices and 
picture of Murray Urquhart at the unmarked grave-site of Hugh Urquhart & Jane Urquhart). (See 
Addendum #35, copy of Hugh Urquhart’s death certificate). 

Jane Urquhart died October 274, 1924 at Owen Sound, Ontario and is buried at Greenwood 
Cemetery, Owen Sound, Ontario. She died at the age of 88 and no reason is given. Jane’s 
Obituary gives a lot of information about what their life was like. It mentions settling in 
St. Vincent, Ontario when she was four years old (1840). It tells of driving from Toronto, through the 
wilds of the forest guided by a foot path and blazed trees. К mentions her marriage to Hugh in 1854, 
and experiencing at the very outset of her married life, the innumerable trials and hardships incident 
to pioneer life and how they hewed out a home for themselves. This would be the farm land in St. 
Vincent. (See Addendum #36 copy of her death certificate.) 

Now back to our ancestor, HUGH HERBERT URQUHART, son of Hugh Urquhart and Jane 
Urquhart and my husband Murray Urquhart’s grand-father. 

As mentioned, Hugh Herbert was born December 23°. 1873 in Owen Sound, Ontario. 
(See Addendum #37, copy of Birth of Hugh Herbert Urquhart). 

Hugh Herbert married Esther Elizabeth McCombe on November 1“. 1899. (See Addendum 
#38, Copy of Ancestry.com marriage record) (See addendum #39, picture of Esther Elizabeth McCombe). 


Hugh Urquhart and Esther McCombe had five children. (See Addendum #40, picture of the 


family). 
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А son, Herbert John Urquhart was born on February 28". 1900 in Owen Sound, Ontario. 

There are some very interesting family stories told about Herbert. The first story 
which is confirmed by Herbert's Canadian М/М/Я1 Over-Seas Expeditionary Force Attestation papers is 
that he joined the 248" Battalion on December 127. 1916. Not only did he lie about his age, being 
only sixteen at the time, he failed to tell his mother Esther that he was going. By the time Esther found 
out, he was on board the Olympic heading for Southampton, England. When found out, he was put on 
a ship and sent back home. 

But this was not to be the end of Herbert's sailing career. He along with his brother Casey 
signed up for the Canadian Merchant Navy during the Second World War. Canada’s Merchant Navy 
transported desperately needed equipment, fuel, goods and personnel to Europe and around the 
world. Herbert and Casey were assigned to the notorious “Murmansk, Archangel Run”. 

The German military had launched an offensive against the Soviet Union. Political differences 
aside, it was determined by the Western allies that any nation warring with Germany should be 
considered an ally. As a result, Canada’s Merchant Navy was used for transport and convoy escort 
work. The fastest, but most dangerous supply route was through the Barents Sea in the Arctic Ocean 
to the Northern port city of Murmansk Russia. This Arctic supply route became known as the 
Murmansk Run. More than 20% of the convoy cargo ships were lost as the Germans fought hard to 
destroy them. This group of men, were exposed to one of the largest concentrations of German U- 
boats, surface raiders and aircraft anywhere in the world. Many of the convoys also sailed this route 
in the winter, leading to even more treacherous sailings as Mother Nature unleashed her fury across the 
cold Arctic Ocean. Temperatures were often far below zero. Sea spray froze immediately to any 
exposed area of the ship and created a heavy covering of tonnes of topside ice which could cause a ship 


to capsize. 


К is not known if Herbert John Urquhart ever married. As a civilian, he continued his passion 
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for the water, working as a sailor on the Great Lakes. Herbert died on July 177, 1956 and is interred 
at Greenwood Cemetery, Owen Sound, Ontario and his plot is maintained by the Royal Canadian 


Engineers.

The wedding 
took place at The Manse in Owen Sound, Ontario on August 30". 1926. Rob Roy Fox was 


shown as a Sailor and Jean May was shown as a telephone operator. Jean May died in 1944.

А son, Casey Wilford Urquhart was born in Owen Sound, Ontario on September 24”, 1904. 
At the time of his birth, it showed the family living on Melville Street, Owen Sound, Ontario. 

As mentioned before, he served with his brother Herbert John Urquhart during WW2 with 
The Canadian Merchant Navy and both brothers can be thought of as some of Canada’s bravest 
Veterans. 

My husband Murray Urquhart remembers on many occasions, the brothers sitting at the 

kitchen table of his parents' home reminiscing about their adventures. 

Casey, like Herbert didn’t leave his sailing life behind when he returned from WW2, choosing 
as his life’s work to crew on many ships, travelling to locations all over the world. Casey made 
British Columbia his home and died on February 15”, 1954 at the age of 49 in New Westminister, 
British Columbia. | was never able to find out the exact location of his burial. There is no record to 
show that Casey ever married. 

A daughter, Hazel Douglass Urquhart was born in Owen Sound, Ontario on February 7". 
1906. Besides my father-in-law Douglas, she is the only member of this generation that | met. She 
was a wonderful woman who had a very difficult life. She married John Duncan Brown on September 
247 1926. | don't know much about him, but he was born about 1902 and is believed that he died 
overseas in the Second World War, leaving Hazel to bring up three daughters, Shirley, Jacqueline and 
Betty on her own. All three of the girls died prior to Hazel who died on November 157 2002 in 
Toronto, Ontario at the age of 96. She is interned at Prospect Cemetery in Toronto Ontario. 

A son, DOUGLAS JESSIE URQUHART, my father-in-law was born in Owen Sound, Ontario on 
April 23°. 1908. | will return to him later. 


Hugh Herbert Urquhart died in Owen Sound, Ontario on October 297, 1932 at the age of 59. 


after suffering from a stroke. He had worked for the North American Bent Chair Co. and had served 
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with the 147". Battalion during the First World War. He is interned at the Greenwood 
Cemetery in Owen Sound, Ontario Canada. 
Esther McCombe Urquhart died April 11". 1955 in Toronto, Ontario at the home of her 
daughter Hazel Urquhart Brown. She also is interned at the Greenwood Cemetery in Owen Sound, 


Ontario Canada. (See Addendums 41, 42,43,44,45, Family pictures and documents). 


Now, back to my father-in-law DOUGLAS JESSIE URQUHART, born April 234. 1908 in Owen 
Sound, Ontario Canada. Atthe time of Douglas's birth, his father Hugh Herbert Urquhart was employed 
as a chair maker. His birth notice shows that the family lived at 68 Sutherland St. in Owen Sound, 
Ontario, but | also show that in 1908 they lived at 507 137, St. W. Owen Sound, Ontario. 

On October 1*. 1927, in Owen Sound, Ontario, Douglas married Stella Blanche Pattinson 
of Goderich, Ontario. Stella was the daughter of Alexander Pattinson and Edith Martin of Woodstock, 
Ontario (See Addendum #46 & 47). At the time of the marriage, Douglas was sailing the great lakes for 
The Canadian Maritime Union with his brothers Herbert & Casey. The brothers were employed as deck 
hands and Douglas was learning to be a crew chef. By this time, Douglas and Stella had taken up 
residence in Hamilton, Ontario, Canada. 

Douglas and Stella Urquhart had five children (See Addendum # 48). 

A daughter, Jocelyn Virginia Urquhart was born in Hamilton, Ontario Canada on June 8". 1930. 
Joyce, the name she was known as, married Thomas Orange of Hamilton, Ontario and they had five 
children, Thomas Orange Jr., Virginia Pauline Orange, Cynthia Patricia Orange, Maryanne Denise 
Orange, and Timothy Joseph Orange. 

Joyce was a very intelligent and hard working woman. While bringing up five children, she 


studied and became a chartered accountant. She worked for many years as a comptroller at H.S.P. 


Graphics.

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Sadly, Joyce and Thomas later divorced, but remained friends until they died. Thomas died 
on Saturday February 24". 2001. Thomas was a member of the Canadian Merchant Navy from 1943 to 
1946. Thomas’s ashes were given to the sea from the HMCS Sackville in a ceremony held on May 6". 
2001 off Point Pleasant Park, Halifax, Nova Scotia. 

Joyce Urquhart Orange died on January 11". 2004 and is interned at White Chapel Memorial 


Gardens, Hamilton, Ontario. (See Addendum 49 & 50 pictures). 


А son, Donald Douglas Urquhart was born in Hamilton, Ontario Canada on April 12". 1932. 
Donald would go on to join the Royal Canadian Navy where he met his first wife Melda Boutilier of 
Nova Scotia, Canada. 

Donald and Melda (nicknamed “Boots”) Urquhart had four children, Diane Urquhart, Debbie 
Urguhart, Dale Urquhart & Cheryl Urquhart. 

After leaving the Navy, Donald and Melda made their home in Hamilton, Ontario where 
Donald was employed for many years sailing the Great Lakes. He would eventually leave sailing 
and become an electrician working out of the Electricians Union Local #105. Sadly, Donald and Melda 
divorced and Donald married Beverly Parnell. Donald died on September 9. 1989 at the age of 57 from 
2 heart condition at his trailer in Port Dover, Ontario. During his last years, Donald loved to go 
camping. Donald’s ashes are interned at White Chapel Memorial Gardens, Hamilton, Ontario (See 


Addendum 51 & 52). 


А son, Dennis Stewart Urquhart was born on November 307, 1934 in Hamilton, Ontario 
Canada. Dennis was to live a very short tragic life. 


Following the tradition of our Urquharts, Dennis joined the Canadian Navy for a few years. 


On his return to Hamilton, Dennis became a taxi owner and driver. He married Beverley Ann Beacroft 
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on July 28". 1956 at St. George's Anglican Church in Hamilton, Ontario. 
On March 14”, 1957, living at 104 Hess St. N. in Hamilton, Ontario, at the age of 22, Dennis was 
killed in a fatal car accident while driving his taxi. He is interned at the White Chapel Memorial 


Gardens in Hamilton, Ontario. (See Addendum 53, 54, 55). 


A son, MURRAY URQUHART, my husband, was born March 30”. 1936 in Hamilton, Ontario 


Canada. More will be added later. 


А son Lawrence Urquhart was born on June 247, 1938. At that time, the family was living at 
30 East 17". St. Hamilton, Ontario. Lawrence lived only а day and was interred at Woodlawn Cemetery, 
Hamilton, Ontario. Lawrence was buried in an unmarked mass grave. As the depression and WW2 
had left a devastating effect on people's financial position, money was not available for burial and 
Cemetery stones. Lawrence's brother Murray ordered a head stone for Lawrence's grave in 2009 
only to find out about the mass grave and that a stone could not be placed on his grave. Lawrence 


is in our hearts and will always be in our prayers. (See Addendum #56). 


Douglas Jessie Urquhart joined the Canadian Air Force in WW2, but having four children at 
the time, excluded him from fighting over seas much to his chagrin. He was stationed on Canadian 
pilot training bases as a cook in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, St. Thomas, Jarvis and Hagersville, Ontario 
which prepared him for the profession he would eventually choose for his life work as a chef. 

Sadly, Douglas Jessie Urquhart and Stella Pattinson Urquhart later divorced. Stella 
went on to marry William Smith and died December 2274 1968 at the age of 59. Stella is interred at 


White Chapel Memorial Gardens, Hamilton, Ontario. 


Douglas Jesse Urquhart went on to die on May 20". 1976 at the age of 68 and is interred with 
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Stella at White Chapel Memorial Gardens, Hamilton, Ontario. Joined again at death. (See 
Addendum #57, 58 & 59). 

Now, returning to my husband MURRAY ALEX URQUHART, son of Douglas Jesse Urquhart 
and Stella Blanche Pattinson, born March 30". 1936 іп Hamilton, Ontario Canada. 

Honouring the family tradition, Murray joined the Canadian Navy on March 4". 1954 and was 
sent to Cornwallis, Nova Scotia for his basic training. He then was assigned to the aircraft carrier, 
HMCS Magnificent where he served one term, sailing to Bermuda, Panama & England. 

On returning home, Murray married his first wife Maureen McBennett and they had two 
children. 

А son, Richard James Urquhart was born on September 10. 1954 in Hamilton, Ontario 
Canada. Richard never married and worked until he retired at Dofasco in Hamilton, Ontario. 

A daughter Sharon Lynn Urquhart was born on October 147. 1956 in Hamilton, Ontario Canada. 
Sharon married Daniel Marcarius Bradley and had one daughter, Jennifer Lynn Monczka, born on | 
May 279 1975 in Hamilton, Ontario, Canada. Jennifer Lynn Monczka married Mathew Sime and has 
a son, Finn Sime. 

Murray Urquhart married his second wife Mary Louise Doyle June 39. 1963, at the Court 
House in Hamilton, Ontario. Murray attended Mohawk College in Hamilton and obtained an Industrial 
Management diploma. He also attended McMaster University, obtaining many credits in Economics. 
Murray went on to become a foreman at Westinghouse Canada in Hamilton where he worked until 
his retirement. 

А son, Michael Shawn Urquhart was born on September 3". 1963 at Hamilton, Ontario Canada. 
Michael served in the Canadian Armed Forces Nato, in Germany for four years. While living in 


Germany, he married his first wife, Heather Lenathan. Heather’s father served at the same base as а 


Sargent in The Canadian Armed forces. 
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A son, Shawn Daniel Urquhart was born оп July 13”, 1982 іп Laar Germany. Shawn is 
unmarried at this writing and lives in Brandon , Manitoba. 

A daughter, Kathryn Ann Urquhart was born on January 28". 1982 іп Laar Germany. Katie 
as she is known, is unmarried at this writing and lives in Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Sadly, Heather and Michael Urquhart divorced shortly after his return to Canada. Michael then 
moved with his parents to St. Catharines, Ontario, Canada where he took a welding course at Niagara 
College. 

Michael Urquhart married Michelle Amelia Stokes on July 167, 1988. Michael and Michelle 
have two children. 

A daughter Ashton Mae Urquhart was born on February 23". 1989 in St. Catharines, Ontario. 
Ashton attended Fanshaw College in London, Ontario. Ashton is unmarried at this writing and lives at 
at home with her parents in Iroquois, Ontario, Canada. 

A son, Aaron James Urquhart was born on March 287 1991 in St. Catharines, Ontario. 

Aaron is unmarried at this writing and lives at home with his parents in Iroquois, Ontario, Canada. 

Murray and Mary Louise (aka Mary Lou) still live in St. Catharines, Ontario at this writing.

Now, you might think that this is the end of my information, but JOHN URQUHART mentioned on 
page 11, husband of Catherine Thompson, father of Poyntz, George, John, David, William, HUGH, 
Adam, Nancy and Agnes Urquhart, now shows up living in Canada. 

In following my leads on Agnes Urquhart, | found her living in Darlington, Ontario, outside 

of Toronto, Ontario and married on January 17. 1866 to John Crumb. Agnes and John show оп the 


1871 Census of Canada with their children, Alfred, David, Lida, Annie & John Crumb. But also showing 


on the 1871 Census of Canada, living with Agnes and John Crumb is John Urquhart now 75 years old. 
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(See Addendum # 63 copy of 12871 Census of Canada) 

Agnes died on July 27“. 1906 at the age of 64 and is interred at Bowmanville Cemetery in 

Bowmanville, Ontario. Agnes remains an unknown. When | visited the Aberdeen & North-East Scotland 

Family History Society in Aberdeen in August 2010, they could find no record of her birth other than 
her appearance on the 1851 Scotland census. Sometime, between the 1851 Scotland Census and her 
marriage on January 171866 she arrived in Canada. It could be that she came with her brothers but 
ї was never able to find out any other information. 

As for John Urquhart Sr. | was never able to find out when or how he arrived in Canada only 
that he shows up on the 1871 Census of Canada. There і а John Urquhart showing on Ancestry.com 
arriving іп 1871 and this could be him. (See Addendum # 67 & 68). 

I also was not able to find out when or where he died or where he is buried. He is not 
buried at the Bowmanville Cemetery in Bowmanville or in Greenwood Cemetery in Owen Sound, 
Ontario. 

The other mysteries І was not able solve are, what happened to Catherine Thompson 
Urquhart, Poyntz Urquhart, John Urquhart Jr. William Urquhart and Nancy Urquhart. Maybe 
someday we will have the answers. (See Addendum #65, additional pictures.)
